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CONSTITUTION OF THE BAPTIST MINISTERS’ RELIEF 
CONFERENCE OF NORTH CAROLINA 


Preamble 


Whereas a large majority of the aged superannuated Baptist 
ministers are in dire need of financial aid in their decrepit con- 
dition, and whereas, quite a number of worthy ministers’ widows 
also need similar assistance, therefore the following Constitution 
is hereby drafted governing the Baptist Ministers’ Conference of 
North Carolina: 


Article I—Name 


The name of this organization shall be the Baptist Ministers’ 
Conference of North Carolina. 


Article 1Il—Object 


The object of this organization shall be to render all possible 
aid, morally, spiritually, and financially to worthy Baptist min- 
isters’ widows and aged and decrepit Baptist ministers of the 
gospel of this State worthy of said aid. 


Article I1i—Membership and Dues 


Any Baptist minister in good and regular standing may become 
an annual member by the payment of $1.00 each year. 


Article [V—Officers 


The officers of the body shall be a President, Vice-President, 
Secretary, Treasurer, Corresponding Secretary, and a Board of 
Control consisting of nine. 


Article V 
At each annual meeting, or as often between as possible, the 
Board of Control shall recommend worthy beneficiaries to be 
aided in proportion to their necessity and the amount in treasury. 


BY-LAWS 


Section 1. Time of meeting: This body shall meet one day 
prior to the regular session of the Baptist State Convention. 

Sec. 2. At each meeting there shall be a program rendered 
including an annual sermon. 

Sec. 3. Report of all officers and Board of Control shall be 
submitted. 

Sec. 4. All officers shall be elected annually. 

Sec. 5. There shall be a letter blank provided for this Minis- 
terial Relief Fund, giving each church an opportunity to donate 
annually. 

By motion, the above Constitution was adopted with necessary 
additions. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


This Convention shall be known as The Baptist State Conven- 
tion of North Carolina. 


Article II 


It shall be the object of this Convention to encourage and assist 
Shaw University; to educate young men called of God to the min- 
istry and approved by the churches to which they belong; to en- 
courage education among all the people of the State; to support 
the Gospel in all destitute portions of the State; to send the Gospel 
to Africa and other heathen lands; to encourage the distribution 
and the study of the Bible and sound religious literature; to 
assist Baptist churches in the erection of suitable houses of wor- 
ship in unoccupied sections; to encourage the proper care of indi- 
gent orphan children and destitute and aged ministers of the 
Gospel; and to promote all agencies for social betterment. 


Article III 


Section 1. This Convention shall be composed of Baptist Asso- 
ciations of North Carolina, regular Baptist churches, and all 
Baptist organizations of a missionary nature or character, and 
members in good standing in regular Baptist churches. 

Sec. 2. Any person in good standing in a Baptist Church may 
become an annual member of this Convention by the payment of 
one dollar. Any Baptist Association may be represented by the 
payment of fifty cents per church, and may send one delegate for 
every ten churches or fraction thereof. Any Baptist church con- 
tributing during the year to the objects of this Convention shall 
be entitled to representation in this body, and churches so repre- 
sented shall be required to pay an additional sum of two dollars 
annually, to meet the current expenses, and pastors of such con- 
tributing churches shall be considered members of this Convention 
by virtue of office. All churches, associations, and Baptist organi- 
zations contributing money for Foreign Missions shall be per- 
mitted to designate where this money shall be sent, and each 
member present shall be entitled to one vote on all questions. 


Article IV 


Section 1. The officers of this Convention shall be a President, 
four Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, Recording Secretary, and As- 
sistant Recording Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, a Statis- 
tician and an Auditor. /\ 
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Sec. 2. To promote more vigorously the work of this Conven- 
tion there shall be appointed a State Mission Board, consisting of 
thirty-five members, elected by this body, and one member from 
each Association in the State. The members of this Board shall 
be considered the direct representatives of the interests of the 
Convention in their respective sections. The State Mission Board 
may appoint from time to time sub-committees for the prosecution 
of the work of the Board. The Executive Committee shall be 
made up of the members of the State Mission Board. 

Sec. 3 The Executive Committee, in addition to its general 
duties, is authorized through its representatives to confer with 
and institute plans for cooperative work in the State with the 
State Sunday School Convention and the Woman’s Baptist State 
Convention, and with the other existing Baptist organizations. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at all the meetings of this 
Convention, sign all orders drawn upon the Treasurer. One of 
the Vice-Presidents shall perform the same duties in the absence 
of the President. 

Sec. 5. The Recording Secretary and Assistant Recording Sec- 
retary shall keep a faithful record of the proceedings of the 
Convention, and shall prepare the minutes for the press, publish 
and distribute the same. 

Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall receive all funds collected for this 
Convention and make public acknowledgment of same every 
month in a paper designated by the Convention; hold all cash and 
notes belonging to the Convention, forward at least once in two 
months all contributions to their proper destination, and give a 
suitable bond to the Board of Missions, and make a full report 
of receipts and disbursements to the Convention, and to turn over 
to his successor in office, on retiring, all the papers and books 
belonging thereto. 

Sec. 7. The Corresponding Secretary shall be considered the 
official representative of the Board of Missions, and shall conduct 
the correspondence of the Convention, issue all appeals for funds, 
make out and sign all orders on the Treasurer, and shall report 
as agent of the Mission Board to the Convention all work done 
during the year, and offer recommendations for the future de- 
velopment of the work. He shall receive contributions for all 
objects of the Convention, and pay the same over to the Treasury 
within thirty days. The Board of Missions shall fix the salary of 
the Corresponding Secretary and all other agents and missionaries 
of the Convention. 

See. 8. The Auditor shall, before each annual meeting of the 
Convention, examine carefully the receipts, disbursements, vouch- 
ers, papers, and books of the Treasurer, and his certificate to the 
facts in the case shall be attached to the Treasurer’s report. 
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Article V 
Section 1. The Executive Committee, composed of fifteen mem- 
bers, elected by the Mission Board, shall be located at Raleigh, 
N. C., and shall have charge of the work of the Convention, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Missions. 
Sec. 2. The officers of the Convention shall be elected an- 
nually. The officers and missionaries shall be members in good 
standing in regular Baptist churches. 


Article VI 
The Convention shall meet annually on Tuesday evening before 
the first Sunday in November, and close the following Friday 
evening. 
The Board of Missions shall meet at 10:00 o’clock a.m. on the 
day of the convening of the Convention, and at the same place. 


Article VII 
The funds of this Convention shall be designated as Educa- 
tional, Foreign Missions, Home Missions, and General. The funds 
shall be kept separate and distinct, and the money contributed 
to either must be applied as designated. Any moneys sent up 
for any other object approved by the Convention shall be turned 
over to that object. 
Article VIII 
This Constitution may be changed or amended at any regular 
meeting of the Convention, prior to the last day, by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present, provided notice of the same was 
given the previous year. 


WOMAN'S AUXILIARY CONVENTION 
CONSTITUTION 


The members from Societies, Unions, and Associations met in 
Hertford, N. C., for the purpose of putting in effect the benevolent 
intention of the constituents by organizing a plan cooperating 
and combining and directing latent energies of the denomina- 
tion for the spreading of the Gospel, adopted rules, which are 
amended from time to time, as follows: 


Article I 


This Assembly shall be known as the Woman’s Baptist State 
Convention Auxiliary to the Union Baptist State Convention. 
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Article If 

The object of this Convention shall be to promote the cause of 
Home and Foreign Missions, to assist in supporting the Reform 
Schcol located at Charlotte, and to complete the establishment of 
the Old Folks’ Home, located at Scotland Neck, Orphan Asylums 
at Oxford and Winston, Roanoke Collegiate Institute, and several 
other schools in North Carolina, and to advance the cause of 
Christ in whatever way it can. 


Article TEI 
That this Convention be composed of Missionary Unions, Local 
Societies, Associations, Bands, etc. Annual and life members will 
be admitted by the payments, as follows: Unions and Associations, 
$5.00; Societies, Clubs, Bands, etc., $2.00; annual members, 50 
cents; life members, $5.00. 


Article IV 

That we send each year for Foreign Missions a donation for 
part payment on one missionary’s salary (Susan B. Taylor) while 
engaged in the work of the Foreign Mission Board, directed by 
Rev. L. G. Jordan, located at Philadelphia. 

Section 1. That we pledge also to pay the expense of one mis- 
sionary member in the Haitian work by the Union Baptist Conven- 
tion of North Carolina. 1 


Article V 
That the officers shall be: President, two or more Vice-Presi- 
dents, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secretary, Treasurer 


and Auditor, and the officers of the Convention shall be each, by 
virtue of his office, members of the boards. 


Article VI 
The Treasurer shall hold all moneys and valuables belonging to 
the Convention, and shall make a proper entry of all receipts and 
disbursements. All orders for money must be signed by the 
President. Books shall be open at any time for inspection. 


Article VI 


The Recording Secretary shali keep a strict record of all pro- 
ceedings of the Convention. 


Article VEIT 


The Corresponding Secretary shall correspond with every 
Society, Band, Union, etc., that represents in the Convention, and 
keep file communication of the same. 


pat) 
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Article IX 


All officers appointed by the Convention shall be members of 
some regular church in union with the churches composing this 
Convention. 


Article X 


The bodies and individuals composing this Convention shall 
have a right to specify the object or objects to which their con- 
tributions shall be applied, but when no specification is made the 
Convention shall use its best judgment in applying the same. 


BY-LAWS 


1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of.the Convention 
within thirty days to notify all members of their appointment, 
and chairmen of such committees of their appointment as chair- 
men. 

2. The rules of order for the Convention shall be those laid 
down in ‘‘Mell’s Manual of Parliamentary Practice” or other good 
authorities, but in cases where these differ, or for which they do 
not provide, the President shall exercise her judgment, subject to — 
appeal to the Convention. 

3. Any dissension arising on the floor of the Convention is out 
of order, and it shall be the duty of the President to suppress 
such. 

4. Speeches in support of a report or individual shall be short, 
and no one person shall be allowed to speak on the same more 
than five minutes. 

5. The Secretary shall form the closest possible connection 
with the members of the Convention by distributing circular let- 
ters, leaflets, newspapers, or the most expedient way for our 
people. 

6. The By-Laws may be altered at any time by a majority 
vote, except on the last day of the Convention. 

7. That the Executive Board shall meet for the further trans- 
action of business pertaining to the Convention the morning of 
the last day of the Convention, at 10:00 o’clock a.m.

The Sixtieth Annual Session of the Baptist State Conven- 
tion of North Carolina met with the First Baptist Church, 
Weldon, N. C., Tuesday evening, November 2nd, 1926. 


LOCAL PROGRAM

the evening. The Convention, however, was called to order 
by the President, Rev. Dr. J. 8S. Brown, of Rocky Mount, at 
7:30. 

The opening selection was led by the choir, and the in- 
vocation was by Rev. J. J. Edwards, pastor of the Second 
Baptist Church. Choir chanted, ‘‘Happy Zion.’’ The Serip- 
tures were read by Rev. W.S8. Miller, Prayer by Rev. Amos 
Bell. Anthem by the choir. 


WELCOME ADDRESSES 


On part of First Baptist Church, by pastor, Rev. C. C. 
Staton, who very cordially welcomed the ministers and dele- 
gates to his beautiful church. 

On part of business and professional men of city the wel- 
come was extended in well chosen words by J. A. Tinsley, 
M.D. 

The choir rendered music sweet and charming. 

The welcome on behalf of the other churches of the city 
was delivered by Rev. J. Nixon, pastor of the A. M. H. 
Church. 

The welcome on behalf of the city was delivered by his 
Honor, the Mayor, by proxy, in the person of Dr. D. D.

REPORT OF THE CORRESPONDING SECRETARY, 1926 


Mr. President and Brethren: 


Of all the meetings that command my attention during the 
period embracing a year, this gathering of Baptist leaders and 
workers seems nearest to my heart. From the beginning, when 
as a child, I listened to the crude, but forceful sermons delivered 
by the sainted pioneers of our faith, Revs.

To share 
even feebly in the Master’s work, yes, even as ‘‘a door-keeper in 
the house of the Lord’’ is far better than to ‘‘dwell in the tents 
of wickedness’’; and to be a leader, a friend, a brother to the 
Christ is truly an honor, which none should despise. We meet 
in His name, on His business, with appointment and authority 
from above, and charged with the high duty of bringing the 
world to Christ. Conscious of our high calling, let us put into 
our meetings this week the best that we possess, to the end that 
unity and progress will follow as a happy sequence. 


Our Complex Organization 

Our complex organization has not contributed to the most 
wholesome understanding as to how each official should operate. 
The Board of Promotion is largely the center of influence and 
control, hence all other officers and offices are perfunctory and 
auxiliaries to this central head. We must therefore look to 
this source for a report of the work done during the year and 
money raised. My report is but a survey of the field as I have 
been able to see it. 

I am pleased, however, to report that the relation between this 
office and all other functionaries has been most pleasant and 
agreeable. As I have often said, I now repeat, I am with our 
Baptist State Convention and the brotherhood ‘‘right or wrong.’’ 
I realize the irreparable injury that division among leaders pro- 
duces among the churches. When we divide the disruption goes 
down among the churches producing hatred, ill-feeling and con- 
fusion even more widely than we realize. The tendency to split 
up and divide into several conventions is unwise, to say the 
least, and ought to be discouraged by every loyal Baptist in the 
State. A split among Christians can be justified only in extreme 
cases; and only then should it be accepted when the reasons have 
been clearly demonstrated. The system approved by intelligent 
Baptists the world over can not be easily improved on: (1) asso- 
ciations of the churches in a limited section for conferring and 
planning to do mission work together; (2) groups of churches by 
States in a general State Convention for mutual help and in-

terest; and (3) the association of the churches into National 
bodies solely for mutual interest and stronger service. To multi- 
ply conventions is to multiply trouble and expenses, and beget 
endless confusion among the churches. Let us cling to the slogan: 
“One Convention for all the Baptists in the State.’’ 

The ambition of every Baptist preacher should be to extend 
his influence among the people. Every effort to subdivide our 
forces is also an abridgement of opportunity to extend acquain- 
tance. We have already too much buried talent. The best form 
of Baptist association is one State Convention in a given State, 
one State Executive Board, one State Secretary, and six or eight 
regional conferences, headed by local men partially supported by 
the State Board or Executive Committee. If we can not unite 
on a simple plan like that, then we might as well surrender our 
pretended claim to Christianity. The effort to group all the 
Negro Baptist churches of the State under one cover and appraise 
their strength was an effort in the right direction. I desire to 
call your attention to this pamphlet and urge you to review it 
with deep consideration. We find therein that the associations 
recorded show that they have the following churches: 

Beulah, 23; Bear Creek, 35; Brunswick-Waccamaw, 19; Deep 
River, 18; Ebenezer, 20; Hast Cedar Grove, 41; Cedar Grove, 53; 
French Broad, 10; Gold Hill, 16; High Point, 34; Johnston, 34; 
Kenansville, 46; Lanes Creek, 16; Lumber River, 41; Mud Creek, 
13; Mt. Peace, 25; Mountain and Catawba, 26; Middle Ground, 
28; New Bern Eastern, 37; Neuse River, 101; Middle District, 
68; New Hope, 29; Shiloh (original), 34; Shiloh, 28; Old Hastern, 
59; Pee Dee, 64; Reedy Creek, 53; Rowan, 80; Roanoke, 74; 
Trent River, 21; Union, 53; West Roanoke, 57; Wake, 48; 
Western Union, 19; Yadkin-Philadelphia, 18; Waynesville, 13; 
Zion, 42. Total, 1396. 

This list is yet somewhat incomplete, but it is sufficiently 
accurate for practical purposes. In round numbers, we can claim 
fourteen hundred Negro Baptist churches in North Carolina. If 
we had the leadership and influence to get these churches to 
give two dollars a month, we would realize for our work $33,600 
a year. What a magnificent work we could do by thus concen- 
trating, and nobody would be hurt. If we all “had the mind to 
work,’’ the job would be easy to put over. We can agree, at 
least, to make some substantial contributions for work through 
the State Convention. 


The Secondary Schools 


We are still talking about the absolute importance of Baptist 
secondary schools, but doing little or nothing to build them up. 
It is important that some definite conclusion be reached on this 
important question. We all agree that a few Baptist academies 
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are needed. Where shall they be located? How many strictly 
Baptist schools have we? It would simplify this question if our 
committee on secondary schools would submit a simple workable 
scheme for our approval. We should take some definite step to 
declare our policy with regard to this school proposition. If the 
allotments suggested in the pamphlets mentioned above in this 
report, we could, as Baptists, easily maintain four good academies 
in our state. It is, however, folly to think of undertaking any 
great state plan until we decide to stand together in one great 
organization. 


Shaw University—Our One Outstanding Object 


The one outstanding object of interest in North Carolina is 
Shaw University. It is now a real college, having eliminated all 
academy grades. We all feel a peculiar pride in Shaw, and re- 
joice in its success. The department, however, that has the 
warmest place in our hearts is the Divinity school. We must 
provide religious leaders and teachers for our churches. The 
management has provided that no ministers will be turned down 
who apply, regardless of their scholastic attainments. We owe 
Shaw five thousand dollars a year, until we raise one hundred 
thousand dollars on endowment. We must make certain this 
amount by definite obligation. Here again, our suggested budget 
helps, and we hope that a sufficient number of churches will 
adopt the budget to insure this amount annually. Let ‘‘Shaw 
Day’’—the fourth Sunday in October—be fixed, and a rally be 
made for the institution at that time each year, and sum raised 
be reported at the Convention. 


The Union-Reformer 


The Union-Reformer is accepted as our Baptist organ and 
property of the Convention. It is indeed serving a useful pur- 
pose. The management is to be congratulated for the marked 
improvement made during the year both in mechanical appear- 
ance and the editorial work. The paper has been greatly em- 
barrassed for lack of money. We want the paper but we are not 
willing to pay for it; in fact, we feel that it should come to us 
free of cost. It is difficult to keep the paper alive; and unless we 
put some money in the paper it is bound to die. It is now handi- 
capped with debt. To make the Union-Reformer permanent is 
one of the problems to be settled here. 


The Baptist Year Book 


Your secretary is called upon each year to supply data for the 
Baptist Year Book. I am unable to secure accurate information. 
In the first place, it is hard to get associational minutes; and 
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secondly, the minutes I get are often uninforming. The main 
item desired is a correct list of the ordained ministers and their 
postoffice addresses. Many associations carry only “financial minis- 
ters,’’ or those who pay the annual per capita tax. It would help 
wonderfully if the associational clerks would send your corres- 
ponding secretary a revised list annually of the ministers in each 
association respectively, and indicate those who have died. We 
seem slow to realize the importance of statistics and vital facts. 
It would pay to create an office of statistician and historian to 
gather and preserve important Baptist facts. 


Cooperation With the White Baptists 


We still maintain a nominal cooperation wtih the white Bap- 
tists of North Carolina in that they still pay the salary of a man 
on the field to stimulate Baptist growth and unity. We are hardly 
prepared to inform you concerning this movement as we have not 
been directly in touch with the agent. This work was to be done 
under the supervision of our state board and monthly reports 
sent to this office. For some reason or other this has not been 
done. If this work is to be continued, there should be some bet- 
ter understanding reached. I am sure that good work is being 
done and the representative is both capable and aggressive; but 
agreements should be respected by all parties concerned. We 
should again acknowledge our appreciation of this expression of 
interest on the part of our white Baptists, and ask them to con- 
tinue thus to favor us. It is our crave to maintain the most 
amicable relationship with all of our workers, and this can be 
done only to the extent that we all practice the ‘‘Golden, Rule.’’ 


Our Foreign Mission Work 

Mission work—home and foreign— will always occupy the 
leading place in Christian service. Teaching and preaching go 
together, and should not be separated. We have done a com- 
mendable work in foreign missions considering the fact that Chris- 
tian progress is seldom conducted with enthusiasm and sacrifice. 
Yet our donations for this important work do not average two 
cents a year from our membership. We can not feel that we 
are doing our duty until we raise this average. 

We are doing our foreign mission work through the Lott Carey 
Convention chiefly. It is encouraging to state this Convention is 
doing a larger foreign mission work than any other religious 
body among the colored people. We have workers in Africa, 
Haiti, and Russia, and will soon begin work in India. We must 
encourage our own churches to increase their contributions for 
foreign missions. 
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Some of our churches make donations to other boards, which 
is their privilege so to do. We would be glad to have them ac- 
knowledge these credits through this convention. 

This meeting marks a crucial period in Baptist history in this 
state. Sober judgment should direct our deliberations, and the 
utmost freedom of speech should be tolerated to the end that an 
agreement may be reached that will command the respect and 
support of thoughtful Baptists throughout the state. We must 
work for a closer union, and for a more concentrated plan of 
work. In addition to previous suggestions and recommendations, 
it might stimulate interest to divide the state into six missionary 
districts, and place each district in charge of a local worker or 
chairman through whom the executive secretary could work, and 
also create three or four boards, viz.—a board for state missions, 
for foreign missions, for education, for evangelism—making the 
executive secretary an ex officio secretary of all the boards. 
The money given by our white Baptists to help us should be used 
in promoting organization. Our greatest need is organization. 
If we stand together, we can be friends and co-workers; if we 
divide, we become aliens and enemies. My final plea is for a 
united Baptist brotherhood from ‘‘the mountains to the seashore.”’ 
Any other course will bring nothing but confusion and ruin. 


SMITH’S ILLUSTRATED CHART 


Rey. Dr. E. E. Smith showed the convention a large beauti- 
fully illustrated chart showing the support and the non- 
support of large Baptist associations and other Baptist 
organizations in this State and country, of the Lott Carey 
Foreign Mission Convention. 

This chart showed that there are two great National Bap- 
tist Conventions in these United States that will cooperate 
in the work of foreign missions with the great Lott Carey 
Foreign Mission Convention. 

Dr. Smith’s chart together with his lecture on missions 
were timely, forceful and instructive. 

The making of this chart is a manifestation of much 
knowledge and skill in the art of drawing. 

It was thought advisable to have the entire chart engraved 
so as to have it appear in the minutes or other literature of 
the convention, for the benefit of the entire denomination of 
the state and country. 
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CORRESPONDING SECRETARY’S REPORT 


Qualifiedly adopted. 

Rev. P. A. Bishop moved that the report of the Corres- 
ponding Secretary be referred to a proper committee. After 
some exchange of views respecting the motion, it was de- 
cided that the report should not be handed to a committee, 
so a motion prevailed that the report be adopted, with the 
exception of that portion of it which referred to the report 
of the Field Secretary, Rev. Dr. J. H. Moore. The Moore 
question was tabled indefinitely. 

The treasurer’s report was heard and approved; and a fi- 
nancial item concerning a certain check of one brother E. M. 
Saunders, was referred for further consideration. Finally 
the treasurer’s report was given to the auditor.

Rev. Dr. E. E. Smith presided while President Brown de- 
livered the executive annual address. This treasured dis- 
course was listened to with careful attention. It was the 
President’s second annual message to the convention, and 
was considered by men competent to judge, as being one 
among the most thoughtful, well-prepared forcefully set out 
messages delivered by any presiding officer of this Con- 
vention. 

On motion a committee consisting of seven was appointed 
whose duty it was to carefully consider the address, and to 
report their recommendations today.

The committee on President’s address reported, and a 
motion prevailed that the report be disposed of by sections. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Divine guidance sought in a special prayer by Dr. G. O. Bullock. 

Committee heartily endorsed the general trend of the address 
of the President, especially that thought of cooperation between 
divine and human sources. We regard it as a very strong and 
comprehensive message. 
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As to the recommendations we present the following: 
Propositions: 

1. Raleigh continued as headquarters for our work. Approved. 

(b) A whole time field worker. We approve of the employ- 
ment of a full time field worker as a financial agent who shall 
sever his connections with all other considerations barring full 
time service. 

The selection of such a man be ballotted by Convention with- 
out discussion, immediately following a season of prayer. 

2. We approve of the perpetuation of the Board of Promotion, 
which shall serve as advisory council to cooperate with the full 
time field worker. 

3. We approve of the constitution being so changed as to in- 
clude an Educational Board of 25, which shall look after the edu- 
cational interests of the Convention, including Shaw University 
and the secondary schools approved by this body. 

4. We recommend that proposition No. 4 be referred to the 
Executive Board for further consideration. Said recommenda- 
tion touching a Layman movement organization. 

5. Proposition 5 approved viz.: Resolution of thanks to white 
Baptist State Convention for services of Rev. J. H. Moore. 

6. We endorse more liberal salaries for pastors. 

7. $100,000.00 Shaw Endowment approved. 

8. We recommend that the constitution be so changed as to 
make suitable provisions for the proposed full time man. 

In addition to proposition 5 we recommend that Correspondence 
Secretary of this Convention be sent to the white Baptist State 
Convention in Wilmington November 17, bearing greetings from 
this body and appreciation for their interest.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PROMOTION 


Mr. President and Members of the Baptist State Convention of 
North Carolina: 


It affords me a great deal of pleasure to bring to you today the 
Second Annual report of the Baptist Board of Promotion. 

1. The Board wishes to thank the brethren and the Baptist 
bodies of the State for their cooperation. We have been able to 
accomplish what we have done through their cooperation, yet, we 
could have done a great deal more if we had had a closer coopera- 
tion. 

There would have been a better report from the individual 
churches, if it had been possible to have gotten in hand the little 
pamphlet which asks by Association and individual churches for 
a definite amount, but this was a big job to even get out a poor 
pamphlet as we determined, because we could not get the desired 
information. Even sometimes when we came in immediate touch 
with the Moderators, they themselves did not have the desired 
information. Just here, we wish to thank Rev. G. A. Mial who is 
largely responsible for getting together the data that appears in 
the little booklet. We also wish to express our appreciation to 
more of the Moderators who cooperated with him in getting to- 
gether this information. 

My observation as Chairman of the Board of Promotion and 
Educational Secretary of the Baptist State Convention has been 
thus: 

1. The Baptist people of the State are willing to line up with 
a large program and will do so if they can have it put frankly 
to them. 

2. The brethren want to feel that they are a part of the pro- 
gram and that they are needed to help put it over. 
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3. There must be some one man at least who gives his whole 
time to the work in carrying out the plans of the Board of Promo- 
tion, who should express the wishes and feelings of the Baptist 
bodies of the State of North Carolina. Do not understand me to 
think or say that any other State body should stand on par with 
this Convention, but since they do not submerge their will into the 
wills of this Convention, hence the Board of Promotion comes 
nearest the expressing the will of all Baptist bodies of North 
Carolina. This man is to say, “‘this one thing I do, brethren, my 
heart’s desire and prayer to God is that the Baptists of the State 
of North Carolina should do one large thing in my day and 
generation.’’ We have done well as pastors, in that in a number 
of cases we have built good churches for worship and built up a 
large congregation, but let us do one big thing together, that is to 
raise a $100,000.00 for Shaw University and an equal amount for 
our denominational high schools and in the meantime, keep our 
Home and Foreign Missionary fires burning with wonderful bril- 
liancy. 

The following report is not what the Board desires or what it 
should be, but we are working to the goal and we are aware of 
the fact that it takes time and patience to reach a goal worth 
while. We should have in this report all moneys given by the 
Baptist churches, Sunday-schools, B. Y. P. U.’s and Missionary 
Societies, of the State of North Carolina for all purposes such as 
Missionary, Christian Education and Ministerial Education, but 
we have not gotten to that point as yet, thus our report only in 
the main includes money raised for Shaw University, which is 
just and pressing, one of the phases of our objects. 


At 3:45 p.m. a motion carried that the Convention ad- 
journ and reassemble at 5 p.m., at which time it would take 
into due consideration the report of the Board of Promotion.

The auditor made his annual report which was adopted 
with the exception of a technical item of little importance. 

A committee on Constitution was appointed. (See com- 
mittee. ) 

A motion prevailed that hereafter the auditor be given the 
financial books of the Convention not later than ten days 
before the opening of the Convention each year, so as to 
enable him to make an intelligent audit of the same, and re- 
port likewise at the Convention. 

A motion carried that on Thursday night the Secretary of 
the board of promotion read out all monies received by him 
and from what souree.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON REVISION OF THE 
CONSTITUTION 


Article 4. Preamble shall read: The officers of this Conven- 
tion shall be President, four Vice-Presidents, Recording Secre- 
tary, Assistant Recording Secretary, Treasurer, Corresponding, 
Statistician, Auditor, Executive Secretary, and Evangelical Edu- 
cational Secretary. 

Article 2. It shall be the object of this Convention to encour- 
age and assist Shaw University and Baptist secondary schools 
approved by this Convention. And also to assist struggling 
churches in strategic points. 

Article 3. Section 2. A board known as Educational Board of 
25 members shall be included, whose duties shall be to look after 
the educational interests of the schools approved by this Con- 
vention. 

Article 4. Section 9. The duties of the Executive Secretary 
shall be to devote full time to the interest of this Convention, 
make appeals for funds, receive same, issue and sign all orders 
and perform such other duties as shall be assigned by the State 
Board of Missions. 

The Evangelical Educational Secretary shall be nominated by 
this body to the white Baptist State Convention for election. His 
duties shall be to conduct evangelistic campaigns, Religious 
Workers’ Conferences and push forward the work of religious 
training in the various churches, associations of the State, and 
perform such other duties as directed by the Board which elects 
him. 

Article 8. The fiscal year of this body shall close October 15th, 
each and every year and all persons elected by this body receiv- 
ing funds or holding funds belonging to this Convention shall 
consider fiscal year closed on the above stated date. 

Books and reports of such officers and agents shall be ready 
for audit by the Auditor ten days prior to the meeting of the 
Convention.

Whereas: Dr. E. E. Smith spent time, thought and prayer 
and as a result brought to this convention a most helpful chart, 
which expresses the relation of the National Baptist bodies to the 
Lott Carey Convention and the relation of the State Convention 
to the Lott Carey Convention, and in turn, the relation of all the 
Baptist State and district bodies to the Baptist State Convention, 
be it resolved: 

First, That this Convention express its appreciation to Dr. 
Smith for this very advanced method of presenting the idea of 
unity among Baptist bodies. Resolved, second, that a cut of this 
chart be made, to be used in our Baptist literature and papers. 

Whereas: The Lott Carey Convention has appointed Dr. R. 
Speller a resident of our own State as its evangelist, be it 
resolved: 

First, That the Convention made no mistake in its choice of 
this outstanding and renowned gospel preacher as their evangelist. 

Resolved, second, That we recommend him to any and all who 
desire service in his line. 

Whereas: The Editor of the Union Reformer, in the person of 
Rev. W. C. Pope has, during the short time he has been connected 
with the paper, left no stone unturned in his efforts to issue a 
clean readable paper, be it resolved: 

That we express our thanks for his untiring energy and de- 
nominational pride. 
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Prof. C. F. Graves of Elizabeth City, Prof. W. S. Creecy of 
Rich Square and Dr. W. H. Knuckles of Lumberton in the interest 
of Baptist secondary schools. 

Perhaps the most powerful address delivered during the Con- 
vention was that by Dr. A. A. Graham of Phoebus, Va., corres- 
ponding secretary. 

A more hearty cooperation on the part of white citizens has 
never been manifest in Mrs. Ransom who represented’ the 
Woman’s State Convention made a deep impression upon the 
Convention on Thursday. 

In view of the fact that Rev. A. B. Askew of Edenton, one of 
our ablest ministers and pastors has decided to remove his 
activities from the State of North Carolina to the city of Prince- 
ton, N. J., to the pastorate of Bright Hope Baptist Church, 

Be it resolved that the North Carolina Baptist State Convention 
regrets the going of this able preacher of the gospel, this success- 
ful pastor and Christian minister and gentleman from among us, 
for he has indeed served well among us. 

Second, That we commend the Bright Hope Baptist Church 
of Princeton, N. J., for their selection of so able and well pre- 
pared a young man for their leader and pastor. 

We also commend him to the brotherhood of the State of New 
Jersey as one of our own sons, educated and trained and having 
worked among us acceptably for fourteen years. 

Whereas, we are said to have more than 225,000 Baptists in the 
State, with more than 1300 Baptist churches and 1400 ordained 
preachers, saying nothing of the licentiate ministers, and where- 
as, Baptists have always led in every forward movement and even 
the American government is founded on Baptist principle, it 
being said that Thos. Jefferson, the framer of the American Con- 
stitution got his first idea, according to Dr. Amotage’s Baptist 
history, from attending a little Baptist church in the community 
in which he resided, and whereas, great efforts are being put 
forth just now through the Board of Promotion to unify our 
forces, and centralize our work, therefore be it resolved: 

That this Convention in its sixtieth annual session, having seen 
from the report made by the Board of Promotion, led by Dr. 
O. S. Bullock of Raleigh, without compensation for service, put 
itself on record as fully endorsing the work of the Board, by 
encouraging all Baptist organizations in the State to give to the 
Board their full cooperation. 

Baptist principle must move the age; and in order to do that, 
we must be a part of the age. To steer a boat we must get into 
it, not to float with the current, but to resist the current; and in 
order to do so, we must know the course it takes. 

Resolved further: That we call upon these 1400 Baptist preach- 
ers who have the peopie to see that all our money raised for the 
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objects of the Convention be forwarded regularly to the Board so 
that, as Paul said, ‘“‘There be no gathering when I come.’’ 

Whereas, The Union Reformer is an indispensable factor in 
presenting the cause of the denomination to the public and to 
the Baptists of the State, and whereas, the paper cannot con- 
tinue without immediate means of relief, be it resolved: 

First, That this Convention make an appropriation now to re- 
lieve the present strain under which the paper is laboring, 
resolved, second, That hereafter, the paper run under contract 
between the Editor and the Convention. 

Whereas, The delegates and visitors to this Convention have 
been so richly provided with wholesome necessities for comfort

We recommend that we foster a school in Western North 
Carolina, at Statesville on a track of 45 acres owned by the 
Baptists of that section, and also a Secondary School at Spindale, 
where there is a well established school of 23 acres. 

Further, We recommend the Trent River Oakey Grove Baptist 
Academy, located at Jacksonville. We also approve of Faison 
Institute, Burgaw High School, and New Hill Institute.
